Reflrlflions on Importation. 

No goods, wares, or merchandize, of fo- 
reign growth or manufafture, fubjeft to the 
payment of duties, fhall be brought into the 
United States from any port or place in any 
other manner than by fea ; nor in any fhip 
or veflel of lefs than Thirty Tons Burthen, 
agreeable to the mode of afcertaining Ameri- 
can tonnage, except in certain diftrifts on 
the Northern, North-weftern and Weftern 
boundaries of the United States, adjoining 
to the dominionsof Great-Britain in Upper 
and Lower Canada, and the diftrifts on the 
rivers Ohio and Mifliflippi. 

No beer, ale, or porter, to be imported in 
cafks of lefs capacity than Forty Gallons 
Beer Meafure, or if in bottles, in packages 
lefs than Six Dozen, under penalty of for- 
feiture, with the Ihip or vefiel. 

No refined lump, or loaf fugar, lhali be 
imported into the United States, from any 
foreign port or place, except in fliips or vef- 
felsofthe burthen of 120 tons and upwards, 
and in cafks or packages containing each, 
not lefs than 600 pounds, on pain of for- 
feiting the faid fhip orveffel, and the loaf or 
lump fugar imported therein, except in fuch 
cafks or packages as aforefaid. 

No diftiiied fpirits (arrack and fweet cordials 
excepted) after thelaft day of April, 1793,10 be 
imported from any foreign pert in vefiels of lefs 
capacity than ninety gallons, on pain of forfeiture 
of the faid fpirits, and of the fhip or vefiel in 
which the fa'me /hall be brout!;ht.
